THE REBELLION IN CHINA. 
News from Hong Kong informs us that everything appears to be 
going on smoothly at the capital, and the Prince of Kung is the 
man of the day. lt is very satisfactory to see the Chinese Govern- 
ment for the first time in the hands of a ruler who is friendly to 
foreigners, but it is much to be regretted that, notwithstanding the 
lapse of many months since the new Government was settled, no 
steps have been taken to prosecute the civil war with more vigour, 
and so restore prosperity to many a distracted and ruined province. 


THE HARBOUR OF HONG BON 


It is true that nothing has been heard of the Northern rebellion for 
some time, but the likelihood is that it eats its way still in quarters 
beyond our means of communication. 

From Nanking reports have reached Shanghai that the inhabi- 
tants are in great straits for want of food, and are eating human 
flesh. This requires authentication. 

Shanghai is still the cemtre of some alarm from the rebel forces, 
who are in possession of the entire province round about. The 
city continues under foreign protection; the Imperial forces are 
nearly useless, and their employment seems to have been aban-

doned ; the foreign settlement is getting into a thorough state of 
defence, fortifications being erected, and a volunteer corps of horse 
and foot been organised and got into a tolerable state of discipline. 
Various ordinances are in course of preparation for the benefit of 
the colony. The post-office and the liarbour-master's office are oc- 
cupying attention, and, we doubt not, will soon be placed on a 
satisfactory footing, the duties of both being well administered. 
The census returns show the entire population of Hong Kong to 
be over 119,000. The weather is still pleasant, the thermometer 
being about 60.

After a short rest in the house of Mr. Colquhoun, on the banks of 
the canal, the Prince re-embarked on board the Royal yacht, under 
a salute from the batteries of the harbour. On the following morn- 
ing, at about ten o'clock, the Osborne, attended by the Doris, put 
to sea on her way to Jaffa. The Prince will spend about five 
weeks in the Holy Land and Syria. His Royal Highness will 
then embark at Beyrout for Smyrna and Constantinople. On his 
way back he will probably visit Athens, and his return to England, 
by way of France, may be expected about the beginning of June.

one of the most famous cities of the Eastern world, and i 
fifty-one miles east of the port of Djidda on the Red 
celebrated as the birth-place of Mohammed, and is the 
of attraction to all the pilgrims of the Mohannnedan faith. Mecca, 
though once walled on three sides, is now open, but the neighbour- 
ing mountains, as seen in our illustration, are sufliciently high to 
form a tolerably strong barrier against an enemy. With few 
exceptions, Mecca is devoid of publie buildings. The temple, as 
before observed, being the great attraction. 
means remarkable for beauty. It stands on low ground in an 
oblong enclosure, about 350 feet in length, and 300 feet in breadth, 
formed by colonnades, roofed with numerous small plastered 
cupolas, supported by 450 pillars about twenty feet high. The 
walls, arches, and minarets at the angles ofzthe buildings are 
gaudily painted.

Medina іх no less celebrated as a holy place, for here Mohammed 
was buried. Although about 260 miles from Mecca, the two 
temples, as will be seen from our illustrations, are very similar in 
plan and details, though that of Medina is smaller than Mecca. 
‘The tomb containing the remains of the prophet, together with the 
tombs of his successors, and Fatima, his favourite daughter, are 
enclosed within a curtain in a square building of black stone, de- 
tached from the walls of the mosque, and surrounded by a close 
iron railing.

AQUATICS. 
THE UNIVERSITY BOAT RACE. 

This interesting event (an illustration of which we give on page 
436) took place on Saturday, the weather on the occasion being 
fiue and bright, with a breeze from the north-east. The number 
of steamboats was about the same as usual, viz., thirteen or four- 
teen. Every place was crowded with spectators. About twelve 
oeloek the crews rowed down to their stations almost simul- 
taneously, and were greeted with hearty cheers from their friends. 
. W. Chitty, Exeter College, Oxford, acted as umpire; and 
Edward Searle acted as starter.

The start took place at eight minutes past twelve, when the 
word “off " was given, Cambridge taking the water first, and, con- 
sequently, obtaining a trifling lead. In an instant afterwards, 
however, the Oxonians, pulling a steadier stroke, were up with 
them, aud they rowed а fine гасе dead level till opposite the Star 
aud Garter, when, foot by foot, the Oxford boat. went in front tiM 
they led by half their length. The Cantabs held thein well to the 
Point, but their rowing was rather wild, and the Oxonians gra- 
dually inereased their lead till they went clear of their opponents 
at Craven. The Cantabs here settled down to their work, but 
failed to near the Oxonians, who still increased their lead. Off the 
Soap Works, however, the Cambridge stroke put on а fine spurt, 
but it was rendered unavailing by the manner in which Citizen J 
went ahead of the crew, and continued to do во for some time. 
Under Hammersmith-bridge (reached in 10 min. 30 sec. from the 
start) the Oxonians led by three lengths, and this lead they in- 
creased throughout, although the Cantabs rowed with great pluck. 
Тһе Cantabs off Chiswick put on another very fine spurt, but it 
was too late, as the Oxonians bad added two more lengths to their 
lead, and at Barnes- bridge, reached in 21 min. 15 sec, they led by 
more than 100 yards, and ultimately won by 20 strokes, or 30 
seconds, having rowed the distance in 24 min. 40 sec. There was 
no tide, with a dead noser through Barnes Ehn Reach. The steer- 
ing in both boats was good, for the difficulties were,not few. Of 
these two crews it is scarcely necessary to say more than that if 
they did not reach the consummate excellence of some which we 
have been accustomed to look back upon as the highest standard 
of form and beauty, they were ye a good average of university 
rowing, and while Oxford lacked somewhat the aui recovery and 
the forward reach, Cambridge would have done better to have 
rowed a little deeper. The four after озге of Oxford were very 
good, and in the Cambridge boat judges seemed to single out 
Messrs. Gorst, Fitzgerald, and Buchanan for especial praise. 

In the evening, according to custom, the Thames Subscription 
Club entertained both the victorious and vanquished crews at 
dinner, given with that profusion and splendour for which Willis's 
Rooms, the invariable locus in quo is remarkable. About 150 guests 
sat down, including many gentlemen who in years gone by have 
displayed skill and prowess in closely contested matches on Thames, 
on Cam, or on Isis, and who, although*in many instances the 
sterner though less exciting struggle of life now demands the exer- 
cise of their time and talents, still look back with sympathy upon 
those manly aud healthful sports in which in earlier days they ex- 
celled. The Hon. George Deuman presided, and on his right hand 
were ranged the two crews, the ‘stroke oar of the Oxford, as the 
principal of the victors, being next the chair, and next to him the 
stroke oar of the Cambridge, and so on alternately one and one ac- 
cording to their numbers. 


CRICKET. 
THE ALL-ENGLAND ELE ïÏ IN AUSTRALIA. 

Ox the 24th of January the All- England Eleven started for Sydney, 
and arrived on the 27th, when they received a most enthusiastic 
welcome from upwards of 10,000 people. They were at onceinvited 
to a public break 

Victoria Club. 'Two days after their arrival the match against 
twenty-two of New South Wales was played. The All-England 
men went in first, and at the end of the day there were only four 
wickets down for 148 runs. Mudie, 6; Griffith, 20; Mortlock, 76 ; 
and Caffyn, 38. 

The attendance of visitors on the second day was little, if any- 
thing, short of that of Wednesday. The game was watched with 
even a deeper feeling of interest ; and tne enthusiasm of the spec- 
tators broke forth as earnestly and spontaneously, whenever any 
extraordinary display of skill was made by the players on either 
side. The wickets soon began to fall one after the other, until the 
whole Eleven were put out for a total of 173 runs. Not one of the 
men were bowled out in the innings. The New South Wales team 
then went in and scored 127 ; and in the second innings the Eleven 
were all put out for the small score of 66. The Sydney men had 
now a chance of winning, but their opponents proved tog good for 
them, and the whole of the Twenty-two were got out for 65. 

"ће honourable defeat sustained by the N. 8. Wales players by 
no means vanqujshed the cricket spirit in Sydney; е ў arrange- 
ments were speedily entered into with Messrs. Spiers and Pond to 
bring over a Victorian Eleven, во that a united Twenty-two of the 
two colonies might play a match similar to that which had created 
so much interest in Melbourne. "The match between the united 
teams of Victoria and New South Wales commenced on the 18th 
ult, and the result was the defeat of the Eleven by twelve 
wickets. In their first innings they only scored 60, and in their 
second 72. Scarcely a wicket was bowled. This first defeat of the 
Eleven has given great pleasure to the Sydneyites aud the colonial 
cricketers generally, as it serves to prove that the All-England 
Eleven are not invincible. In Sydney the cricketers were treated 
in a most handsome manner, and not a day passed during their stay 
there but what they were invited to champagne breakfasts, 
luncheons, and dinners. The Eleven played against twenty-two 
at Bathurst, but the match was not played out, owing to heavy rains. 
On their return from Sydney they proceeded to Tasmania, aud the 
first match was to be played at Hobart Town.

Ir is announced in the Brussels /adependance that an Englishman, 
named Bishop, “a relative of Lord Derby," has been arrested nca 
Gaeta, and that M. de la Marmora has declared to tke лава 
consul that а prosecution could not be avoided. 

A letter from Naples, in the Paris Presse, says;—* A Bourbon 
emissary has landed in the Gulf of Paola; others were surprised 
yesterday at Lagronegro, in the Dasilicate, at the moment at 
which they wcre effecting a landiug of arms, and an English- 
man, named Bishop, was arrested the day before at Mola de 
Gaeta. ln the luggage of the English traveller were found all 
the papers of the Bourbon conspiracy. Eight arrests have been 
made, among them being mentioned that of the Prince de Presice: 
Mr. Biskop, who is a httle, deformed man, was taken this morn- 
ing to Naples.” 

Another Naples letter says :—“'The Englishman, James Bishop, 
who was arrested at Mola de Gaeta, on his way to Rome, with a 
whole batch of letters addressed to the heads of the Roman Govern- 
ment and Bourbonic agents, und who had resided in this city for 
five or six years in rather a precarious and mysterious position, has 
boen interrogated bere by the guestor, and his auswers have caused 
the arrest of a great many of the dissatisfied low employes dis- 
missed from their offices for irregular practices. Mer Majesty's 
consul, Mr. Bonham, at first demanded the release of Mr. Bishop, 
but on being informed of the proofs of hisfunderstanding with the 
Bourbonists, he refused to interfere further,”

WINCHESTER. 


THE WAR IN 


Or of the severest engagements that has yet taken place during | 


the American war is that of Winchester, of which we give an illus 
tration above; and shall now proceed to give a summary of the 
same from the despatches: 

“The rebels advanced upon Winchester, under Generals Jackson, 
Longstreet, and Smith, and drove in our pickets with their cavalry. 
They approached within three miles of the town, and bringing up 
a battery of artillery, commenced playing on our troops. General 
Shields ordered Robinson's Ohio battery to return the fire, and 
while he was directing the operations the splinter of a rebel shell 
struck him in the left arm, and disabled it instantly. Oneman and 
horse killed, belonging to the battery, were the only casualties 
besides this on our side that d At night both armies drew 
up in frout of each other, and awaited morning to renew the con- 
test. The ‘rebel force consisted of 7.000 infantry, twenty-eight 
pieces of artillery, and 1,200 cavalry. On Sunday morn-

ing, at/ten o'clock, the rebels received reinforcements, amounting to 
5,000 more. The Union forces did not exceed 10,000 men. 
At half-past ten the enemy made a feint on our left, opening 
a heavy fire of artillery, while the real attack was directed 
against our right, with the object of flanking it. There the 
enemy were strongly posted in woods, and behind а stone 
wall, and the rebel artillery was posted on eminences on both sides 
of their left wing. The contest raged furiously till three o'clock in 
the afternoon, the fighting being done chiefly by the artillery and 
musketry, The rebel infantry opposite our right now debouched 
from the woods and attempted to capture Dean’s battery by a 
charge. The first effort was nearly successful, but the heavy dis-

caissons. Our loss in these struggles was heavy. Out of 300 men 
engaged in the 84th Pennsylvania, twenty-six were killed and 
eighty-three were wounded. Colonel Murray fell leading this 
gallant corps forward, and many other dashing officers were killed 
or wounded. The 5th and 8th Ohio shared the glory and the losses 
with the 84th, and the 3rd Virginia Regiment also suffered. Lieu- 
tenant- Colonel Thoburn, commanding the corps, was very severely 
wounded leading it forward to the last charge. The enemy's killed 
and wounded strewed the ground now in profusion, and their left 
wing was entirely broken, and their centre wavering. Several 


| attempts to rally the right wing failed, and, to add to the confusion, 


charge of grape compelled them to retire in confusion. A second | 


and weaker attempt likewise failed, and the enemy fell back, with 
heavy loss, behind the stone parapet. General Tyler now ordered 
his brigade to charge the enemy's batteries on the left, and a most 
deadly encounter followed. "ісе our men reeled under the storm, 
but inthe third effort they routed the rebels with tremendous 
slaughter and loud cheering, capturing two of their guns and four 


the Irish battalion of 150 men, when brought forward and ordered 
to fire upon the Union troops, refused to tire, and a rebel regiment 
immediately drove this gallant little band forward, but could not 
compel them to fire upon the Union army. Forty corpses of the 
105 afterwards strewed the field. The roar of musketry and can- 
non was incessant for several hours, and particularly between two 
and six p.m. The rebels withdrew, under cover of night, in some 
confusion, and retreated about four miles towards Strasburg.
